Canadians To Have Further 
Difficulty in Taking Pleas¬ 
ure Trips Across the Line 

The Foreign Exchange Control 
Board is not going to encourage pleas¬ 
ure jaunts to United States. According 
to news statements, Canadians must 
present application to the Board :f 
they want to buy U.S. funds at the 
fixed rate of U ( /r. It is stated that 
this American money cannot be ob¬ 
tained from banks as Was possible for¬ 
merly. 

Formerly it was possible to buy U. 
S. money at any bank up to $1000 
without any explanation and merely 
by the payment of $10 exchange. Now 
there must be good reason given in 
order to obtain this money. It is said 
that in matters of business, education, 
health or real emergencies, funds will 
be obtainable from banks as formerly. 
But mere pleasure is different, and ap¬ 
plication must be made to the board 
with reasons for the southern trip. 

This condition, added to the require¬ 
ment-of passports by United States 
from all Canadian citizens entering 
United States, will confine Canadian 
travel to Canada. 

Statisticians estimate Canadians 
visiting the United States spend an¬ 
nually in that country' something 
slightly under $110,000,000. There Is 
rio breakdown of this figure showing 
how much is spent by those on busi¬ 
ness trips, for doctor bills and for oth¬ 
er purposes still considered necessary 
by the Canadian government, but it ; s 
estimated a considerable portion o7 
the sum goes for "lun across the line." 

In 1939 Canadians paid almost 10,- 
000,000 visits to the United States for 
shorter or longer periods; and they 
spent in that country about two-third3 
of the total collected from from for¬ 
eign visitors.

Activities 


Calgary Stampede is going strong. 


One shipment of hospital supplies 
was made consisting of 10 hospita 
bedgowns, 6 surgical gowns and cap*, 
1 bed jacket, 13 pairs of socks, 1 pair 
of gloves and 3 sweaters. 

Four lovely warm hand-pieced quilts 
for refugees were also shipped. Two 
of these quilts were donated by the 
Good Deeds Womens Institute, and one 
quilt each was donated by groups one 
and two of the Ladies’ Aid of the Un¬ 
ited Church. Included in this ship 
ment were two lovely suits of men’s 
underwear and eight articles of baby 
clothing consisting of two pairs of 
booties, two nighties, one slip, one 
scarf, one sweater and cap. These ar¬ 
ticles were made and donated by the 
girls of the C.G.I.T. junior group. 

2266 'surgical dressing and band¬ 
ages have been made since June 14 
and shipment of 1456 of these band¬ 
ages has been made. 

The young ladies and nurses of Vul¬ 
can nave to dare muue 660 bandage^. 
This work is under tije supervision of 
the convener of surgical dressings, 
Mrs. Jack Marshall. The girls’ sew¬ 
ing club has donated $6.00 worth of 
factory cotton in addition to the cot¬ 
ton supplied by the headquarters of 
the Red Cross at Calgary. Bandage 
rollers made by the late Mr. A. T. 
Martin and a mitre box made by Mr. 
W. A. Schenck arfe used in the making 
of these bandages. 

The local hospital nurses-have don¬ 
ated 40 yards of material and pins, 
the money being the proceeds from the 
sale of tea which they served on after¬ 
noons when at this work.

Annual Convention Brings 
Honor to Lacombe Globe, 
Vulcan Advocate; Other Alta. 
Weeklies 


Alberta weekly newspapers held 
their place well in the various compe¬ 
titions of the Canadian Weekly News¬ 
paper Association. The Association 
convened.in Calgary last week, com¬ 
ing from all provinces of Cahada. In 
their various classes, which are based 
on circulation, the following won 
awards as “best all-round papers”: the 
Brampton Conservator, the Kelowna 
Courier, the Lacombe Globe and the 
Jarvis, Ontario, Recorcl. 

Brampton Conservator headed the 
class of 2000 circulation or over, to 
win the Williams' cup. The Kelown i 
Courier was best in the 1000 to 2000 
circluation, winning the Charles Clark 
cup. Lacombe Globe with circulation 
from 500 to 1000 won the Hugh Sav¬ 
age shield. ‘ Under 500 circulation the 
Jarvis Ontario Record won the Char¬ 
ters’ cup. 

Other competitions included special 
features such as front page, display, 
editorial, advertising, press work, etc. 

■ The Vulcan Advocate won second 
place in the Printers’ and Publishers’, 
iompetition for best front page (50</ 
to 1000 Circulation). The Lacombi 
Globe won first place in district newj, 
editorial features and typography 
this division. The Gtdeman Journal 
won first in local aos. 

In the 1000 to 2000 class, the Hi4h 
River Times yon first place in national 
ads and press work' category. rhe 
Hanna Herald tied in press wx>rk 
standing. 

In the 2000 or over class, the Red 
Deer Advocate tied with Penticton, B. 
C. Herald in second place on local ads 
category. 

Other awards went mainly to Qn- 
tano and B.C. 

S. R. Hod son of the Okotoks Review 
was head of the entertainment com¬ 
mittee, assuring to the visitors from 
near and far, a well arranged program 
of hospitality. On Thursday noon the 
city of Calgary entertained at lunch¬ 
eon, and on Thursday afternoon, the 
delegates toured the oilfields, showing 
great interest in the processes of dril¬ 
ling and refining.

A resolution adopted bv the conven¬ 
tion staterj.: “Resolved, that v/f en¬ 
dorse even more effective measures to 
suppress disloyal ami subsersive ele¬ 
ments within our boundaries and urge 
a more definite clarification of author¬ 
ity as between federal anti provincial 
officers in the enforcement of the De¬ 
fence of the Realm Act.” 

Certificates Endorsed 

Another resolution gave “iinquali- 
fied endorsation of War Savings Certi¬ 
ficates.” 

They also pledged themselves “In¬ 
dividually and collectively to continue 
material and spiritual support- n ev¬ 
ery phase of the war effort.”

The debate on the question exceeded the time 
limit allowed for bills of this nature, when it came up 
last week, and it is unlikely to get any further for the 
time being. 

This at least, brings postponement of a new provincial 
venture. If the government could be persuaded to drop 
the dream altogether, a great section of the public would 
give approval. 

For one thing, it is a most unpropitious time to launcn 
ventures which have proved unsuccessful Asewhere in 
the past. Established services relating to roads, health 
education, etc. should be maintained with as little dislo¬ 
cation as possible in war years. But there should be no 
experimentation with provincial funds, at a period 
which calls for rigorous self-denial amongst the taxpay¬ 
ers. * 

The argument at Ottawa on the value of the provin¬ 
cial bank Exposed some of the outstanding weaknesses. 
One opponent pointed out that the members of the ex¬ 
ecutive council are themselves to be directors of the bank 
The government may borrow from the bank of which 
its officials are the directors. Another pointed out that 
as proposed, it would be just another provincial depart¬ 
ment rather than a bank. r 

Aside from other factors, there is the use.of public 
funds to establish a bank, at a period when every re¬ 
source is being taxed to meet federal war needs. Alberta 
already has branches of the chartered banks, conform¬ 
ing to the Bank Act, established here and meeting the 
banking needs of the majority of the people. In addi¬ 
tion the government has established Credit Houses 
which have so far proved an unsuccessful Experiment 
costing the people of the province round $335,000 a yeai 
to prove how costly that adventure has been. 

The public is expecting the provincial government to 
lay aside its personal hobbies and rouse to the necessi¬ 
ties of war. It is aware of the new demands imposed by 
the federal government; it knows that these demands are 
likely to become heaviet. There are several ways in 
which the Alberta legislators can show that they are 
playing their part in Canada’s war effort. They can 
release the taxpayer from some of the taxes imposed 
provincially, thus enabling him to meet more ably the war 
demands which are multiplying. There is no doubt that 
economies could be effected without loss to fundamental 
services. The money which is obviously available to 
“play round” with, in fantastic schemes should be set 
aside instead as a fund for war needs,\or for the rehabil¬ 
itation of Alberta soldiers after the war. Such proced¬ 
ure would have whole-hearted approval, and such pro¬ 
cedure is expected.

A most arresting article appeal's in the current Red 

'^*'Baok, written by Hendrik Van Lodn, entitled “The 
Third Horseman of the Apocalypse.” The writer pic¬ 
tures the four horsemen, Conquest, Slaughter, Famine 
and Death, riding as they have never ridden before 
across the plains of Europe. "Famine” he says, “will >n 
the end prove the most devastating of these foes.” 

Starting with his native country Holland, the writer 
notes that after bombing Rotterdam out of existence, 
the Germans then ruined, the Dutch guilder. Every 
Dutchman will have to surrender his sound and respect¬ 
able guilder for'doubtful German money. When the 
Germans stormed Holland however, thdy found that the 
great store houses of wealth were empty, the gold sup¬ 
ply having been moved to safe sheller. But the small 
merchant of Denmark, Norway and Holland is plundered 
of goods, forced to accept the German mark upon which 
no value is put. 

“Hollanders like their food,” says the article, “and the 
ahsence of three meals a day, tea. coffee and tobacco will 
have 7,000,000 disgruntled subjects on his hands. The 
central part of. the country was inundated in an attempt 
to stem German invasion. The meadows will be ruined 
for years and thousands of cattle will have been drown¬ 
ed. The people of the Netherlands are doomed to starve 
and the same fate waits Belgium. The industrial area 
of Belgium is a shambles. This country was industrial, 
turning raw material to finished product. Factories are 
ruined. Raw materials can not be imported. 

“The map tells me that the people of the conquered 
North Sea countries will soon be on the verge of starva¬ 
tion. They are already densely populated and their 
means of livelihood is gone. Look at Denmark, once 
topping the list of scientifically managed countries. But 
Danish cattle lived mainly on importation from Argen¬ 
tine and Manchukao. But Denmark is now blockaded. 
Germany may force Denmark to take its money, but that 
money will buy nothing of what they need abroad. To 
make matters worse, the Danish potato crop is poor and 
Ashing will not be profitable in mined or closed water. 

“The same is true of Norway where three-quarters of 
the land is absolutely unproductive. Its vast merchant 
fleet on which it relied lies idle. The forests can be work¬ 
ed for the Germans in return for the ruinous German 
marie, but fisheries are restricted and where can they 
export? As for Poland, God have mercy upon thorn! 

“There is a chance therefore that Hitler will conquer 
himself into defeat. If he and Mussolini defeat France 
—suppose they even conquer England! Then it will be¬ 
come a war of continents, with the British Empire safe- 
■ ly removing it« fleet to Canadian water to continue the 
struggle. And Hitler in search of food for his own mil¬ 
lions, and the millions he has subjugated will have to V'» 
abroad for wheat, barley, coffee, tobacco and the raw 
materials necessary for war.

The high¬ 
est seam is 2000 feet above the river¬ 
bed and a mile above sea level. 

The coal of this area belongs to the 
Kootenay formation and plants found 
in it are large tree ferns as well as the, 
common ferns and swamp plants.

There was considerable discussion 
over hog-grading, and F. McDonald, 
of Mirror, stated that there were so 
many ways and means of purchasing 
hogs that the hog producers did not 
know what they were going to receive 
for them. 

He charged that prices as advertis¬ 
ed over radios from time to time were 
not always received by the producer. 
Rail grading was deemed satisfactory 
provided it was done by government 
graders or under government super¬ 
vision. R. Gardiner, U.F.A. director, 
stated he had no faith in the present 
federal department of agriculture, 
which consisted of packers’ men only.

Perhaps no feature of travel on the 
Canadian side, is impressing tourists 
more favorably than the uniform 
recognition of the exchange value of 
the American dollar. Almost all who 
make an observation^ on their treat¬ 
ment in Canada, have a special word 
for the strict adherence to exchange 
rate on the part of all business men. 
One man says: “I have been in South¬ 
ern Alberta for the past two weeks, 
and wherever I have been, in small 
places or large, the business men have 
given me full value on my Americaa 
dollar, and given it with a smile. One 
must admire the splendid co-operafion 
which is being given the government, 
and the honesty of all dealers. Not 
one mistake made in giving me my 
chhnge. Not one attempt to ignore the 
exchange or gyp me' I think it shows 
a very fine spirit.” 

This is the sort of thing which re¬ 
commends this country to tourists. An¬ 
other important consideration is the 
treatment of the incoming public .it 
the border, and apparently this is very 
satisfactory. Most people had antici¬ 
pated much more red tape and delay 
than actually prevails. 

One traveller from Oregon said: 

“I have been sent out as a sort of 
advance scout to see how conditions 
are in Canada, and report back to 
friends. Some of these friends won¬ 
dered if there was food rationing. Oth¬ 
ers talked about black-oyts.* Some fear 
ed that there would be constant police 
supervision and check-up. Others, cf 
course, were anxious to find out if the 
value of the American dollar was re¬ 
cognized everywhere. There was con¬ 
cern about border regulations an.l 
highway conditions. But I find I can 
report back favorably and enthusiasti¬ 
cally on every question th at my 
friends raised. I believe there will be 
an increasing number of Americans 
coming in to Canada as the season ad¬ 
vances.”

adjustment since February. A stream 
of army trucks being driven away, 
daily, by men in khaki, enormous daily 
shipments of munitions units, and 
tooling for production of component 
parts for the armored Universal car¬ 
rier (Bren gun) all demonstrate the 
effectiveness of the company^ indus¬ 
trial contribution to date. 'T’he new 
expansion program indicates the much 
higher production speeds of the im¬ 
mediate future when thg^larger units 
will roll off the assembly line every 
few minutes. 

General Motors is at work on 
enough military trucks to carry "the 
whole Canadian army, although the 
orders were not necessarily placed by 
any one country. 

Eight thousand Canadian employees 
in the General Motors plants alone are 
engaged in fabricating war materials, 
but the army of labor involved alto¬ 
gether reaches the tens of thousands 
in the mills and mines and forests and 
local industries where scores of mil¬ 
lions of dollars are being spent for 
source material, keeping payrolls on 
the march all across the Dominion. Ar¬ 
my truck bodies come from as • far 
away as Winnipeg. Lumber comes 
from British Columbia and down East. 
The small contributors to the great 
automotive industry are working over¬ 
time. _ 

Looking to the future, the company 
is tapping its apprentice system and 
the technical training schools for boys 
of top rating to go into industry as 
machinists or welders. 

In Canada, General Motors’ efforts 
are not confined to production of war 
material alone. The need for trained 
types of personnel, such as the auto¬ 
motive industry might be expected to 
supply, has also been considered. It 
was this factor which influenced the 
company in organizing the Volunteer 
Auxiliary Drivers’ Corps for Canadian 
.girls. In the' past four months this 
corps has held 24 classes, with the co¬ 
operation of dealers and factory ex¬ 
perts, and over 1,100 girls have al¬ 
ready been trained for a practical con¬ 
tribution to the war. These have all 
passed examinations in operation and 
maintenance of motor vehicles. Be¬ 
fore the year ends 60 classes in 25 ci¬ 
ties will have been held and 2,000 girls 
qualified.
